On 30 Jan 1949 at 1755 hours, a blue-green light resembling a flare was 
observed travelling on a horizontal line. This light came out of the 
North headed South at an estinated altitude of 2,000 feet, moving slowly, 
and disappeared in the vicinity of Sg Walker Air Force Base.
